Approved Methods 
In Land Cultivation 


In the 1936-37 annual report of the 
Dominion Minister of Agriculture, the 
Field Husbandry Division of the Dom- 
inion Experimental Farms and 
Stations contributes interesting in 
formation on cultural experiments. 
in Eastern Canada, states the report, 
methods of ploughing sod land 
grain indicate that summer ploughing 
af sod, with subsequent top-working, 
is the most suitable treatment, es- 
pecially on weedy land. Only a limited 
amount of spring cultivation has been

In dry 
vegions, Lhree surface cultivations are 
often all that ave necessur y: first, witb 
the cultivator or one-way disk; second, 
with the rod weeder, and finally with 
the cultivator. In move humid regions, 
live ov six Cullivations may be re- 
quived, particularly where perecnuial 
weeds are present, Sometimes plough- 
ing may prove toore satisfactory than 
surface cultivation, 

Methods of preparing stubble land 
for grain ave influenced by the neces- 
sity for rapid seeding, smail reserves 
of soi] moisture, and usually weed eon- 
tamination, In dry regions, spring 
ploughing is the best method for yield 
and weed control, but is subject to soi) 
drifting, and may result in delayed 
seeding. Ou large acreages, spring 
disking or cultivating separately or in 
combination with seeding is the most 
satisfactory method, In the more

‘Shows Big 
Increase 


Tourists in Canada and the United 
States will spend well over a billion 
dollars in 1987 for gasoline, oil, repairs 
and garaging. 

This forecast is based on figures 
supplied by. the automobile associa- 
tions. The American Automobile As- 
sociation, for instance, estimates that 
$850,000,000 was spent in these com- 
modities in 1986 and reports are that 
the “crop” of tourists this year is ex- 
ceeding that of 1986 by 10 to 30 per- 
cent, 

In sce States the tourist dollar is 
so sought after that it has become the 
largest single source of revenue. The 
future course of touring depends quite 
naturally on the extent to which the 
tourist is given those things requisite 
to his enjoyment, and free from un- 
duly severe restriction, 

Excessive taxation, poor roads, re- 
stiictions at state borders, lack of 
patking facilities, and poor route 


, marking, are the principal deterrents 


to growth of motor travel. It will 
continue to grow, so long as every. 
thing possible is done to assure move- 
ment of the motor car with greatest 
economy.

URGE REDUCTION 
CAR LICENSE FEES 


Reduction of motor car license fees 
in this province was urged in a reso- 
lution passed by the Edmonton branch 
of the Alberta Motor Association 
recently. 

When the subject was under discus- 
sion, it was contended that the in- 
crease in gasoline tux in this province 
was out of all proportion to the re- 
duction in car licenses. For that 
reason, the government was urged to 
give greater relief in the form of 
lower car licenses. 

While no objection was expressed to 
\ license for license or regulatory pur- 
poses, strong protest was expressed 
against this levy being made upon 
motorists solely for revenue purposes, 
when the gasoline tax had been 
created largely for such purposes. 

Attention also has been drawn to 
the province of Ontario where sub- 
stantinl reductions were made this 
yeavin motor car and truck prices, 
resulling in large savings to car 
owners, 

Also, it ia recalled that various con- 
ventions of provincial organizations 
have passed resolutions calling upon 
he government to reduce car license 
fees,
